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Bike blow for 




Thieves 
take 
£ 1,200 
cycle

A MAN planning a 
charity cycle ride in 
memory of his grand¬ 
mother was dealt a 
blow when thieves 
stole his bike. 

Dave Hicks’s grandma, Olive 
Gibbons, died just before 
Christmas after a long battle 
with dementia and the 23-year- 
old from Mildenhall pledged to 
ride 200km in June to raise 
money for the Alzheimer’s 
Society. 

But thieves made off with the 
locked £1,200 bike from an 
outhouse next to his flat in Yew 
Tree Close between 9.30pm last 
Thursday evening and 10am 
the next day. 

Mr Hicks, who is a prog¬ 
ramme manager at the British 
Equine Veterinary Association 
in Fordham, has already raised 
about £360 for the Alzheimer’s 
charity to support people with 
the disease. 

He said: “You can’t do a lot to 
help with that kind of illness so 
it was something to help out 
other people if not her.” 

Speaking of his grandmother, 
who was from Enfield and died 



aged 84, he said: “She was 
lovely - a real lady. She was 
always very well presented and 
calm and just very nice.” 

Mr Hicks said he felt “gutted” 
at the loss of the black Planet X 
men’s racing bike, which he had 
built himself with the help of 
money given to him by his 
other grandparents. 

He said: “To have spent that 
time for someone to come 
along and take it is 
frustrating.” 

His insurers are expected to 
cover the loss so Mr Hicks 
should have a bike for the race, 
but he said he would really like 


his old one back. He said: “I got 
the bike together myself and 
put a lot of effort into it so it 
would be nice to have it back if 
I could.” 

The black bicycle has a 
carbon fibre frame and white 
handlebars, bottle cage, wheel 
rims and saddle. It has a 
Campagnolo chain set, black 
gears and a Planet X back 
wheel.

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Plan unveiled 
for new flats 
and shops 


A BID has been made to build shops 
and dozens of flats in Newmarket. 

Proposals to redevelop land at Studlands 
Parade off Brickfields Avenue have been 
submitted to Forest Heath District Council. 

The row of five shops, made up of two 
empty units, the Lotus convenience store and 
the All Spice and Studlands House takeaways, 
is earmarked for demolition and another 
three ground-level stores would be built on 
the site. 

The shops would be able to move from 
their current units into the new ones before 
the existing buildings are knocked down. 

The proposals would also see 32 flats built 
on the 2,714 sq m site close to the Studlands 
Park Community Centre. Four of the 
dwellings would have three bedrooms, 14 
would have two and the remaining 14 would 
have a single bedroom. 

Some of the flats will be allocated for social 
housing while the majority will be privately 
sold. 

In a statement submitted as part of the 
planning application, ReDesign Architecture 
Ltd said: “In conclusion it is our belief that 
the proposed mixed use development will 
provide both high-quality living 
accommodation and retail spaces. 

“The retail space is ideal for young start-up 
businesses breathing new life into the local 
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economy. The variety of residential units will 
create a mixed community of professional 
people and young families with a fully 
integrated social housing provision. 

“It is our belief that this scheme will be of 
great benefit to the local area.” 

The housing block on the south side of the 
site closer to the industrial park will be three 
storeys high, while the smaller block to the 
north nearer the patch of woodland and the 
community centre will consist of two floors. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst of Newmarket Town 
Council, who represents the Severals ward, 
said: “On the face of it, it’s additional housing 
which is good but obviously it will depend on 
the views of the residents. It’s an investment - 
it should be good news for the town.” 

The redevelopment would add three car 
parking spaces to the 15 already at the site , 
which would be shared by residents and 
shoppers during the day. 

It would also add 20 cycle spaces, 10 for 
motorcycles and two for the vehicles of 
disabled people, as well as a bin store for 
retailers and residents. 

A decision on the plans will be made by the 
council at a later date.

Blindness no bar 
to building a car

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A BLIND man has spent 
four and a half years 
building a car which has 
just passed its MOT. 

Pete Golsby was left with 
just 20 per cent of his sight 11 
years ago by an immune 
system problem - but his 
Pembleton Brooklands kit car 
breezed through the test at 
Newmarket’s Goldings 
Garage on Monday. 

The 68-year-old said he 
had struggled to make coffee 
soon after becoming visually- 
impaired, pouring the 
granules onto an upside- 
down cup or using custard 
instead of milk, but he was 
determined to do as much as 
he could. 

Mr Golsby of Freshfields in 
Newmarket put the finishing 
touches to the sports car on 
Friday. 

He said: “It means to me 
that I still feel as good as 
most other people because I 
have achieved something. It 


doesn’t mean because you 
are visually-impaired, you 
can sit at home and swear at 
the world. You have got to get 
on with things, it’s a sink-or- 
swim situation.” 

He said while eyesight had 
been a problem during the 
construction, magnifiers and 
his wife, Hazel, 66, had 
worked wonders. He said: “I 
used to say to her 'what 
colour is this wire?’ and ‘what 
colour is that?’ because I 


don’t see colours very well.” 

The polished aluminium 
vehicle just needs a Single 
Vehicle Approval assessment 
and it will be ready for the 
road. 

Mr Golsby said: “It’s going 
to stay in the family now I 
have built it and Hazel will 
drive me out and about in it 
because it’s only a two-seater. 

“If any of my friends want 
to drive it they are quite 
welcome to have a go.” 


Whenever his daughter, 
Sam, 32, comes back from 
Australia, the car will be 
waiting for her, he said. 

Mr Golsby, a former 
motorcycle mechanic, has 
restored 10 or 12 motorcycles 
for friends during the last 30 
years, including a couple in 
the last decade. 

His next project will be 
tending to a Triumph 
motorbike in his garage 
waiting to be restored.

healthy, but a lot of kids have got 
problems.” 

They are planning to strike out on 
two wheels on September 22 and 
spend a fortnight making their way to 
Wroclaw, the city in the south-west of 
the country where Mr Hadjuk lived 
until seven years ago. 

The pair, who work at European 


Metal Recycling in Snailwell, came up 
with the idea for a bike ride on the way 
home from the pub. A fortnight later 
they cycled 60-odd miles to 
Peterborough and the idea for the 
challenge developed from there. 

The friends’ first big challenge 
during their training came about three 
weeks ago with a ride of about 140 
miles from Newmarket to Dover. 

Mr Hajduk said: “It was a hard trip to 
Dover but we have done it already and 
we are looking forward.” 

Mr Pegler, 44, who has three boys, 


said their Dover trip had been hard 
work but it was a good experience - 
and arriving had felt great. 

They are cycling an extended route 
to work every day and are hoping to 
cycle to Bristol in May. 

Mr Pegler said: “We are trying to bike 
everywhere we go. We are having to 
work it round work and our children. 
We are doing the best we can.”

Why are all 
services 
going to 
Mildenhall? 

Sir, I, like many, many people in the 
area, am shocked and appalled at 
the withdrawal of the out-of-hours 
health service from Newmarket 
Hospital. 

While this was not ideal, it did 
afford some cover for those people 
unfortunate enough to need 
medical assistance during the 
evenings and weekends. Once again 
Newmarket has become the 
‘Cinderella’ and taken second place 
to Mildenhall, where people who 
become sick are now directed (or 
even farther afield to West Suffolk 
Hospital in Bury St Edmunds. 

Not only were the offices relocated 
to Mildenhall, then we lost our tip 
to them, and now they have taken 
over our out-of-hours health 
service. Why has Mildenhall 
become so much more important 
than Newmarket? 

I have never understood why we 
lost our out-of-hours doctors 
service in the first place. Surely all 
doctors have a ‘duty of care’ to their 
patients, and not on just five days a 
week. When they took the 
Hippocratic Oath I doubt it 
stipulated they were only 
responsible for their patients’ care 
Monday to Friday! With three 
surgeries in Newmarket, all manned 
by quite a number of GPs, could we 
not have the same level of service 
we previously received, is it would 
probably only entail one or two 
doctors having an out-of-hours 
duty perhaps once every two 
weeks? 

The withdrawal of the out-of-hours 
service at the hospital is no doubt 
about saving money, but when 
people’s lives are at stake money 
should not be an issue. How are 
people (particularly the elderly and 
vulnerable) supposed to get 
themselves to either Mildenhall or 
Bury St Edmunds for medical 
attention? Not everyone has access 
to a car, the cost of a taxi is 
prohibitive, especially at night, and 
it will end up with people calling an 
ambulance, costing the NHS even 
more money.

difficult emotions such as anger, 
low mood and anxiety. 

One of the men who 
completed the course said: 
“Speaking to the other guys 
around the table allows you to 
look at things in a different 
perspective. 

“It enabled me to take a step 
back a bit and before I get to the 
stage where I get really angry I 
can do something different and 
stop myself feeling hard done- 
by”. 

Another said: “I used to panic 


and run away from problems. I 
think now I face up to them, 
stand up and face the music and 
take responsibility, otherwise you 
finish up playing the victim and 
it’s always someone else’s fault”. 

The course was rounded off 
with a certificate ceremony, in 
which some of the group 
members invited their friends 
and family. 

Dr Precious is keen to run 
similar courses in the future and 
has had interest from the Racing 
Welfare Charity to run courses 
for men within the racing 
industry. 

He also hopes to develop the 
course for military veterans who 
are struggling with post- 
traumatic stress and men in the 
criminal justice system.

A LYRICIST whose 
mother and great¬ 
grandfather saw the 
horrors of the Titanic 
sinking at first hand 
has written a song in 
their memory. 

William Carter, 71, 
known to his friends as 
Billy, has had a prolific 
career in photography, 
two poetry books 
published and has worked 
with stars all over the 
world. 

Now he has written the 
words to I Saw Your Face 
On the Ship of Dreams, 
brought alive by musician 
Steve Benham and 
recorded by inter-national 
singer and actress Eliane 
Chappuis. 

The song, which 
commemorates the 100th 
anniversary of the sinking 
of the Titanic, was 
inspired by Mr Carter’s 
personal memories of 
what his mother said she 
saw on that terrible night. 

Mr Carter said: “In April 
1912, my mother, Mary 
losephine Kelly, then aged 
12, accompanied by her 
grandfather, old loe Kelly, 
was a passenger on the 
Carpathia on its way back 
from New York when it 
answered the Titanic’s 
distress call. 

“They had been to New 
York as loe was a partner 
in a ship-building firm 
and went to see about a 
new form of reverting to 
build better ships.

“On the night of April 15 
at about 4.30am, my 
mother was awakened by 
noises and shouting 
outside her cabin. 

“She was told to stay in 
the cabin but she got to 
the deck and in spite of 
my grandfather screaming 
at her not to look over the 
side of the boat, she did 
and witnessed people 
being rescued from 
lifeboats onto the deck of 
the Carpathia and bodies 
floating in the sea.” 

He added: “She told me 
the sea was absolutely flat 
and there was no moon in 
the sky, just stars, and it 
was bitterly cold.”

Thieves take ste 
in baby’s buggy 

Police return items stolen from block of flats 


A BABY’S buggy stolen by 
thieves who entered a 
block of flats through a 
faulty door has been 
returned to its owner. 

Lucy Castang expressed 
disbelief that someone would 
steal her three-month-old 
daughter Sophie’s buggy after it 
was left in the foyer outside their 
flat in George Lambton Avenue,

With it was a DVD player, 
stereo and speakers to be 
collected by friends on Sunday 
afternoon. 

Miss Castang and her partner, 
Michael Wallman, believe the 
black and grey Graco buggy was 
used to cart the sound system off 
between 9.30pm on Sunday and 
7.45am the next day. 

The burglars also took the car 
seat attached to Sophie’s buggy 
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and a cowboy outfit her sister 
Imogen, 5, had received just 
three days earlier. 

But the buggy, car seat and 
most of the cowboy outfit were 
returned to the family by the 
police on Tuesday afternoon 
after they were found dumped 
off the Yellow Brick Road. 

Miss Castang said: “It’s good 
news; I’m really pleased it has 
been found - I cannot believe 
someone took a buggy in the 
first place - but it’s good on our 
part to have got it back. The 
story ended well at least.” 

While the sound system is still 
missing, the buggy was what the 
family cared about most. She 
said: “I’m thrilled that I have got 
it back and that the police did 


such a good job so quickly.” 

Miss Castang believes the 
thieves could only have got in 
because of a problem with the 
lock on the door. 

She said she reported the fault 
around June 2011 following a 
couple of attempted break-ins, 
but it was never properly fixed. 

She said: “It’s one of those 
things that should have been 
dealt with and it has not been.” 

But, she said, a Flagship 
Housing representative had 
been out an hour after she 
contacted them on Monday and 
they said the door would be 
fixed within a week. 

A spokeswoman for Flagship 
said: “We were sorry to hear that 
personal effects belonging to Ms 
Castang had been taken, 
however, we urge all our 
customers not to leave items of 
value in hallways unattended.”

Two good reasons to be cheerful: the Keen family, Pamela and Nathan with Tristan and Reuben. 


T WINS Tristan 
and Reuben 
Keen are, quite 
simply, adorable. With 
their big brown eyes 
and cheeky grins they 
are impossibly cute 
and love to be cuddled 
by their besotted 
parents, Nathan and 
Pamela. 

When the couple decided 
to begin their family they 
had no idea of the journey 
they would go through to 
get to where they are today 
“We started trying in 2007 
and I never thought I was 
going to have problems,” 
says Pamela, 41. “I think you 
expect to get pregnant in 
the first few months of 
trying and we didn’t. You 
just don’t think it’s going to 
happen.” 

When Pamela hadn’t 
fallen pregnant after two 
years, she went to see her 
GP who referred her to 
Addenbrooke’s for tests. “I 
was worried and I was 
devastated because I wasn’t 
pregnant,” remembers 
Pamela. “Every month I 
would get upset because 
another month had gone 
past and I wasn’t pregnant, 
and then you would get 
positive again and think 
‘this month it will be it’. 

“You do just become

absolutely obsessed with it.” 

Tests showed no 
abnormalities in either 
Pamela or Nathan but as 
more time passed the 
couple from Swavesey 
accepted that Pamela was 
unlikely to conceive 
naturally and they attended 
an open day at Bourn Hall 
Clinic, the world’s first IVF 
centre. 

“I had it in my head that 
the NHS would fund us 
after two years but it’s 
actually three, so we 
decided to go privately,” 
remembers Pamela. 

The mum, who was 36 at 
the time and Nathan 39, 
admits that after a day spent 
at the centre they become 
aware of how much their 
age could be playing a part 
in them not being able to 
conceive. “In my head it was 
always 40 when age became 
an issue but it’s actually 35,” 
says Pamela. “We heard all 
the statistics and they were 
actually quite low which 
made me feel even more 
anxious, but we decided to 
go ahead and we booked an 
appointment before we left 
the clinic to start IVF.” 

The husband and wife felt 
positive about starting their 
treatment but on the day 
they were due to attend the 


centre they were delighted 
when Pamela discovered 
she was pregnant. “We were 
so happy,” remembers 
Pamela. “We rang our 
parents and we were really 
positive about it.” Sadly, 
Pamela had a miscarriage in 
the early stages and after 
taking some time to recover, 
they decided to continue 
their journey with Bourn 
Hall Clinic. 

Further tests revealed 
that Pamela only had one 
follicle (most women have 
eight), which meant only 
one egg, if any, would be 
released. If an egg was 
released there was no way 
of knowing if it was of good 
quality, if it wasn’t there was 
the possibility of further 
miscarriage. 

Nathan and Pamela were 
told in order to have a baby 
they would need to find an 
egg donor. “We were told to 
tell as many people as 
possible in the hope that 
someone might come 
forward, or someone might 
know someone who would 
be willing to donate,” says 
Pamela. 

Desperate to start the 
family they so dearly 
wanted, the couple began 
ringing friends and family in 
the hope that someone 
would be willing to give 
them their dream. In the 
end the couple were 
amazed to be met with 
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three answers of help and 
gratefully accepted an offer 
from the first person 
Pamela had asked, her 
sister-in-law Emilia. “I 
wanted it to be someone I 
knew rather than an 
anonymous donor and 
even now, if I had a choice 
between Emy and an 
anonymous donor, I’d 
choose Emy,” she says. 

“She was the obvious 
choice. We see a lot of my 
brother’s family, they’ve got 
two healthy children and 
Emy’s really healthy too.” 

After a course of drugs 
and injections, on March 
10, last year, Emilia 
underwent egg retrieval 
and these were fertilised 
with Nathan’s sperm. The 
couple then had a five-day 
wait to see which eggs, if 
any, would be implanted in 
to Pamela. “I think we had 
about 11 eggs and over 
night seven fertilised,” says 
Pamela. “The idea is that by 
the time you get to day five 
the strongest eggs will have 
survived, so all during the 
process you get phone calls 
saying ‘you’re down to six’, 
then five; it’s a really 
anxious time. The good 
thing was it ended up that 
the last couple of days were 
a weekend when they were 
closed so we didn’t get the 
final phone call until the 
Monday, when they told us 
we had two and could go 
ahead.” 

Nathan admits finding 
that short period of time 
very surreal. “I remember 
being at work and telling 
my boss and I think it was 
when we had five left. It 
was like having five 
children sitting there and 
waiting to see which ones 
were going to survive and 
make it into children.” 

The egg transfer took 
place straight away and 
two embryos were 
implanted. “I cried when 
they were put in and the 
nurse cried; mummy 
laughed and got told off,” 
laughs Nathan. “Even 
though two were 
implanted we didn’t expect 
to have twins.” 

A pregnancy test a 
couple of weeks later 
delivered the news they 
had been waiting so long to 
hear - they were pregnant. 
But when Pamela was just 


five weeks into her 
pregnancy she began 
bleeding heavily and 
doctors feared die worst. “I 
remember driving to Bourn 
Hall and saying to Nathan 
‘whatever you do don’t get 
your hopes up, they’re 
gone’.” 

Thankfully an 
ultrasound scan revealed 
that not only was she still 
pregnant, they were 
expecting twins. “When 
she said there were two 
heart beats we cried again. 
We cried a lot,” laughs 
Pamela. 

The remainder of 
Pamela’s pregnancy wasn’t 
without its scares. She 
experienced another heavy 
bleed at nine weeks and 
spent the night in A&E 
before a further scan 
revealed the babies were 
fine. There was yet another 
bleed two weeks later and 
the new mum struggled 
with morning sickness 
throughout her pregnancy. 
“She was sick all the time,” 
remembers Nathan. “She 
didn’t put on any weight 
throughout the whole 
pregnancy.” 

The babies were due to 
be delivered by caesarean 
section at 38 weeks, on 
November 17, last year. But 
just a few days in to 
Pamela’s maternity leave, 
on November 11, she 
began to feel like 
something was happening 
and they were told to make 
their way to The Rosie. “It 
was so exciting,” beams 
Nathan. “I was just dancing 
around the ward. We really 
wanted them to be born on 
11-11-11 but it was getting 
closer and closer to 
midnight and then the 
midwife said ‘right, you’re 
going in now’.” 

Tristan was born at 
11.47pm weighing 61b 
followed two minutes later 
by Reuben, who weighed 
51b 9oz. After a few days in 
hospital the proud parents 
were allowed to take their 
new family home, it was, 
they agree, a very special 
moment. “It was a good 
night because we both lay 
there with the boys facing 
us and we just watched 
them,” recalls Nathan. “We 
didn’t sleep really; I think 
we stayed up all night. We 
just couldn’t believe we’d 


got to this stage.” 

One of the first of many 
visitors was Emilia and her 
husband, to whom Pamela 
and Nathan will always be 
eternally grateful. “Emy is 
an angel,” says Pamela. 
“When I asked her why she 
chose to donate her eggs to 
me she simply said 
‘because you are my family 
and I love you’. 

“Emy is really good,” 
adds Nathan. “She’s got a 
bond with the boys 
because they’re her 
nephews but she doesn’t 
try to make out she’s their 
mother in anyway.” 

Nathan and Pamela 
explain that when the boys 
are old enough to 
understand, they will tell 
them the way in which they 
were conceived. “We’ll start 
telling them as soon as they 
can understand,” says 
Pamela. “Because we had 
to ask so many people for a 
donor so many people 
know, so it’s better for us to 
tell them rather than 
somebody else. It’s much 
nicer it just being part of 
their knowledge of what 
they’ve grown up with.” 

Nathan and Pamela are 
making the most of every 
moment of their new 
family life and say they 
would consider going 
through the treatment 
again to extend their family 
and have also looked in to 
adoption. 

Having experienced the 
life-changing results of egg 
donation the couple urge 
anyone thinking about 
donating their eggs to go 
ahead. 

“I think it’s one of the 
greatest things you could 
do,” says Nathan. “If you 
haven’t had children, or 
you can’t have children and 
you want children, you 
can’t believe how 
debilitating that is or what 
impact that has on your 
relationship. It really is an 
amazing thing to do, it’s a 
stunning thing to do, and 
anyone who does it can 
walk around with a really 
big smug smile on their 
face.”

stand in 900AD, built by a Saxon 
nobleman. 

One of the village’s local heroes was 
William Case Morris, who travelled to 
Argentina in 1872 and, horrified by the 
poverty he encountered, founded a 
range of children’s homes there. He is 
still remembered fondly in Buenos 
Aires, where numerous statues of him 
abound. 

Here’s four top spots to visit in and 
around Soham: 

■ Soham Museum, situated in The 
Pavillion, was established in 1998 to 
provide a living history of the town. 

■ Though it once boasted nearly 50, 
Soham currently has five traditional 
working pubs; The Carpenter's Arms, 
The Cherry Tree, The Fountain, The Red 
Lion and The Ship. 

■ Downfields Windmill, also known as 
Pollards Mill, was first constructed in 
the 1720s and rebuilt after a storm in 
1890. It is a working mill and produces 
flour which can be purchased direct 
from the millers. 

■ Wicken Fen Nature Reserve was the 
very first Nature Reserve to be owned by 
the National Trust. It remains one of the 
most important wetlands in Europe.

Ransome’s 
adventure 
comes to the

Going wild in 
the country 


The idyllic childhood adventures of 
Arthur Ransome’s literary classic 
Swallows and Amazons are at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. JENNIFER 
SHELTON quizzes some of the cast 
to find out why this 1920s classic 
is making waves with a new 
generation of children. 

What did you know about 
Swallows and Amazons before you 
signed up for the play? 

Akiya: “I read the book as a child 
and found it really exciting, and I’d 
worked with Tom (Morris, the 
director) on another play before this. 
I was invited to the workshop and 
knew it was going to be an amazing 
project.” 

Richard: “I’d only heard about it, 
but I immediately got it when I read 
the script. And I read Robinson 
Crusoe as well, which I actually 
really enjoyed! Some people find it a 
bit heavy.” 

The book uses a lot of specific 
nautical references, and the 
language is certainly of its time. Is 
this play a bit more accessible? 
Akiya: “Yes - on stage, you’re 
seeing it all, rather than reading a 
description.” 

Katie: “That’s right. In the first 


chapter, there’s a whole thing about 
Roger ‘tacking’, but if you don’t 
know anything about sailing, you’re 
going, ‘What is that?’. Whereas 
here, we’re physically doing it, so 
you can see what it is.” 

All of you are adults, playing 
children. How did you approach 
the roles? 

Katie: “The children all very much 
feel that they are grown-ups, which 
is why, when you watch it, we’re not 
putting on young voices or skipping 
around.” 

Stewart: “And that’s how they’ve 
come to the decision to allow me to 
play a 7-year-old with a beard!” 

How have audiences reacted to the 
beard? 

Akiya: “They never question it!” 
Katie: “It’s funny, one little girl who 
came backstage said to me: ‘Oh, 
you’re the little girl who wanted to 
make all the tea for everybody’. She 
talked to me as if I was younger 
than her.” 

The play relies a lot on us using 
our imaginations. How have you 
found using bin liners for birds 
and ribbons for waves? Does the 
audience buy into it? 

Katie: “Definitely, because it’s just 


like the way children play. I have 
three nieces and if they’re playing 
witches they’ll never use a broom, 
but just a stick from the garden or a 
tea towel if they’re playing 
weddings.” 

Akiya: “It also really conveys the 
sense of the children and their 
imaginations. It means we’re having 
to use our imaginations too, and I 
think that’s what’s really great about 
this piece.” 

What do you think audiences will 
take away from it? 

Richard: “We have had a few 
comments about children seeing the 
show and then wanting to go home 
and make a boat. I think it does 
inspire play.” 

Akiya: “I’ve heard adults talking 
about it afterwards and saying how 
lovely it was, just for an evening, to 
be allowed to be a child again.” 

How do you feel about computer 
games and the way children play 
today? Do you think this show will 
inspire children to get outdoors and 
rediscover traditional ways of 
interacting? 

Celia: “The child’s natural instinct is 
to play, but it’s whether or not that’s 
encouraged. If you’re only ever in 
front of an Xbox, your imagination 
slowly stops because you’re given all

TEAM: Once 

evergreens 

are 

established, 
they can 
tackle lack of 
water well, 
says Lucy 
Summers. 


W E are all by now aware 
of the various 
hosepipe bans in place 
and the prospect of drooping 
bedding plants and shrivelled 
vegetables. 

But all is not lost because canny 
gardeners can make use of evergreen 
flowering shrubs, topiary and textured 
plants during the summer months 
which will still look good in the 
winter, according to landscape 
designer Lucy Summers, author of 
Evergreen Plants , the latest in the 
Greenfingers Guides. 

“As a young gardener, I avoided 
evergreen plants like the plague, so 
distracted was I by the endless species 
and varieties of showy perennials,” she 
says. 

“But all gardeners’ tastes mature 
and change, rather like throwing out 
the chintz and Victoriana and updating 
with modern fabrics and furniture. 

“With experience, I learned that a 
garden without evergreen scaffolding 
is destined for ordinariness.” 

But how will evergreens fare in the 
drought? 

“Once they’re established - more 
than three years old - most of them 
will do reasonably well,” she says. 
“How often do people water their 
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by Hannah Stephenson 


hedges? Hardly ever. They are very 
drought-tolerant. 

“If we have weeks and weeks of 
drought they may suffer a bit, but they 
are tough contenders. And all the 
plants from the Mediterranean are 
very happy. They’ve been brought up 
on meagre and they are used to 
meagre.” 

Berberis, box, choisya, 
helianthemum (rock rose), hebe, 
potentilla, viburnum, rosemary, 
lavender and honeysuckle are among 
shrubs which can do well with little 
water, while ornamental grasses such 
as Stipa gigantea and Stipa tenuissima 
also need little maintenance. 

“Many people think evergreens are 
dull and green - but so many have a 
flower. Grasses like Stipa gigantea 
give you a big clump of green 
throughout the winter and a beautiful 


shimmering curtain of flowerheads in 
the summer. Cut it back once a year 
and the rest of the year it looks after 
itself,” says Summers. 

Phormiums (New Zealand flax) are 
drought-tolerant, wind-tolerant and 
will happily grow in coastal 
conditions. 

Aloe striatula, the hardy aloe, is also 
an architectural winner which bears 
tall, candle-like yellow/orange flowers 
in midsummer if placed in a sunny, 
sheltered spot. 

Other drought-tolerant architectural 
stars include Astelia ‘Silver Spear’, its 
strap-like leaves reaching around 1.2m 
in height, while purple sage also looks 
exotic, with its purple leaves and 
accompanying flowers. 

All of these plants make fantastic 
statements and are suitable for most 
gardens, although the crowns of 
phormiums may need protecting in 
winter with a layer of straw. 

However, most evergreens should be 
mulched before the ground dries out 
too much. Those who’ve stockpiled 
water in water butts will benefit from 
giving beds a water before mulching 
with organic matter, to suppress weeds 
and conserve moisture. 

“If you water once a week, heavily 
and thoroughly, it’s much better for 
plants because it encourages them to 



root deeper,” Summers maintains. 

“If their roots are deeper they can 
find water more easily, but not surface 
water.” 

Many low-growing, spreading 
evergreens thrive in poor, well-drained 
soil and sunny sites and once 
established become very drought- 
tolerant. 

But it’s important to give newly 
planted evergreens some TLC to get 
them off to a good start. 

Before planting, thoroughly soak 
the plants in their pots in a bucket of 
water until the bubbles stop rising to 
the surface. 

Tease out any roots circling around 
the edge of the plant’s rootball, which 
will help the roots to grow out into the 
soil. 

Dig a hole and place the plant in 
before filling the hole with water 


until at least a watering-can-full has 
soaked in. Some will need additional 
organic matter when you infill, but 
not all evergreens need an extremely 
rich soil, so it’s best to check with 
your garden centre beforehand. 

They will need watering well once 
a week (twice a week in dry, hot 
spells) to survive, but should become 
low-maintenance once they are 
established. 

“One of the biggest differences you 
can make is by mulching your soil - 
go for a really meaty organic compost 
that’s almost fibrous to touch,” says 
Summers. 

“Most shrubs really are perfect for 
the lazy gardener. They are able to 
thrive without your interference.”

Parents spend £1,200 a year 
driving their children around 


SOME parents are 
spending 50 hours a 
month driving their 
children to school and 
to social activities, 
according to a just- 
published survey. 


As many as 19 per cent of 
mothers and fathers fork out 
at least £1,200 a year per 
child on their offspring’s 
hobbies and activities and 
the transport costs of getting 
them there, the AA/Populus 
poll found. 

A third of parents lose 


between 10 and 49 hours a 
month driving their children 
around, with 2 per cent 
spending 50 hours or more 
on “taxi duty”. 

London parents are the 
most prolific spenders, with 
one in 20 spending more 
than £200 per child every 


month on things like sport, 
music and dance classes. 

This equates to a 
minimum spend for each 
child of £43,200 over their 
childhood, up to the age of 
18. 

The results were based on 
responses from 6,396 adults 


with children aged four to 18 
still living at home. 

Mark Peacock, head of AA 
Driving School, said: “Mum 
and dad’s taxi is still very 
much in operation as parents 
spend large chunks of their 
time getting their children to 
various activities. 


“Besides taking up a lot of 
time, parents’ driving habits 
can influence the drivers 
their children will become 
later in life so it’s important 
they set a good example on 
these journeys.” 



SKODA has confirmed that the prices for the 
new Citigo city car will undercut both of its 
sister models, the Seat Mii and the Volkswagen 
Up.

Above the entry-level S spec, which will inclu¬ 
de the basics and plenty of safety kit, the mid¬ 
range SE probably be the likely biggest seller. 

Spec sheet highlights include body-coloured 
door handles and mirrors, electric front 
windows, ESP stability control, air conditioning 
and remote central locking among other items, 
all for a price increase of £900 over a Citigo S. 

At the top of the tree, Elegance models 
include electrically adjustable and heated door 
mirrors, 14in alloy wheels, heated front seats, 
leather steering wheel and front fog lamps, as 
well as a removable tablet device that acts as 
an infotainment interface and satellite 
navigation system. 

Costing £9,470 for the three-door, the 
Elegance model is £1,840 more expensive than 
the basic S, and £940 pricier than the SE. 

Insurance ratings have also been confirmed, 
and the good news for buyers is that S, SE and 
even one Elegance model all have the lowest 
possible insurance rating: Group IE. 

The 1.0-litre engine is available in 59bhp and 
74bhp versions including GreenTech variants 
that sneak below the 10Og/km of C02 barrier.

After running away with last 
year’s Great Voltigeur Stakes at 
York, he finished third in the 
St Leger and second in the 
Breeders’ Cup Turf. 

“Sea Moon is in very good 
shape,” said Teddy Grimthorpe, 
racing manager to owner Khalid 
Abdullah. 

“We haven’t really sat down 
and discussed plans yet, but it’s a 
fairly obvious route of mile and a 


half targets throughout the year. I 
think we’d like to try the 
Coronation Cup.” 

A potential dark horse for the 
Abdullah’s team is Noble Mission, 
Frankel’s full-brother, who was 
second on his debut for Sir Henry 
Cecil at Yarmouth last October. 

“Henry has been pleased with 
him and he’s worked pretty nicely 
throughout,” said Grimthorpe. 

“I think he still wants to take a 
little bit of time with him, but 
hopefully he has the makings of a 
decent class horse.” 

Meanwhile, Grimthorpe has 


refuted rumours that Frankel has 
been retired. 

Sir Henry’s nine-time winner 
suffered an injury when at work 
in Newmarket last week and was 
due to undergo a scan this week. 

The injury has put his 
participation in the Lockinge 
Stakes at Newbury next month in 
serious doubt. 

“He certainly hasn’t been 
retired,” said Grimthorpe. “No 
decision at all will be taken until 
after he has had this definitive 
scan. We are hopeful and quite 
positive that he will be okay.”
